Therefore the Mighty Lord, and Pallor ot 
his Fleck is calling and drawing his own out 
from among this lclftfh Generation. And 
were it not permitted that they of this 
Dove-Spirit ftiould be treated hard, and Evil 
of them in all kinds of Sufferings we (hould 
flil! linger to flay among them, though all 
pluckt, pinion’d, and born down, asjthcVi- 
lim did make it well out: to fhew the un-

But tlic great Qyeftion is, How 
this holy pure Thing may be preferred from 
Fowlesof thisforr, that areas lwift in their 
flight as a Thought ; Ir was far caficr for 
Gideon to hide his tl refhcd Corn from the 
Mididniitu than it is for us to hide the Seed 
of the Kingdom from thofc /Ethcrial Starry 
Spirits, that have Power to enter into our 
Corporeities, as their own Region. But for 
this a help is provided, and the Lord my 
Redeemer, wliofc Love is great, and Coun- 
fcl deep hath revealed ic t as how his own 
Life-Seed may come to be fecurcd fromthric 
Fowls of Prey- 

It was opened in a figurative way, for the 
more calie underftanding. As 1 was hereup¬ 
on thoughtful, upon this foregoing opening, 
the great Concern frill flirring in my Mind 
was, how to find out that Principal thing, 
which will fix the Kingdom of die Lamb upon 
its own Baris. Which no way was demon- 
frrablc, but from the conception of the Holy 
CfcJlj which in this exprefs Similitude was 
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made out to me, as followeth, Tbc Figure 
of an Egg with a white Shell, but fo clear, 
as you mjcht fee the whole matter of it 
^Vhitc and Yellow, as fine and pure as 
Silver and Gold, that had paffed through the 
Hand of the Seperator i and wrought over 
this Cryftallinc enclolure for its Guard. 
And the Hand in which it was, did put it 
in, or caufcd it to be pafs into me, where 
no vifiblc Eye could fee. And withal faid. 
No other heat could chcrilh it, but a pure 
flaming Heart That for this very purpofe 
was Created anew in the fccrct of Eternal 
Nature, although vifibly foundin thefafhion 
of a Mortal Creature. From hence would 
work out the mighty Myftcry of the Godded 
Nature, as prclcrvcd within the clofc Lock 
of the Heart; fending always Out a Tempe¬ 
rate heat, the Holy Dove reding there to 
hatch up, what is of his own thus convey¬ 
ed. 

O Mighty God, who hath comprehend :d 
the infinitenefs of thy Wifdom, as to the 
method and way of rcplenilhing a new Crea¬ 
tion? Where hath been our gazing, and 
looking out for it, as if the Kingdom ot Chriic 
woulcT come down from the Starry Element ? 
No, no: it will certainly be brought forth 
from out of the God-head deep of a pure 
fcpcratcd Heart, foeurioufly wrought, and

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iafliioncd in the hidden part of Man’s Earth. 
But when, oh when! wiii this Holy Dovepre- 
parc and choofc bis own Neft, and where but 
in a ferious fixed Heart, that is afeended on 
high, fir out of the reach of thofc common 
Birds of Prcy,that do hunt day by day in the 
brood Ways and low Hedges* There is for 
this, but 00c only way dclcribcd by him, 
who is the Morning Star, which is to abide 
in the higheft degree of all Spiritual Con¬ 
finement, retiring where the Life-vigour is 
felt, from the over-findowing Body of the 
Hole fetting Dove: that fo no diltaff may 
be given, to make him take Wing, and from 
our Heart-Neft to fly away. For fo it has 
often been. Which hath been the very 
caufe, that in all thcic latter Ages, and pre- 
fent big ExpeHations, no Holy Gbofi hath 
been born in any one, to found the Evcrlajl - 
tng Gefte!, nor to proclaim through the Gol¬ 
den Horn the Total Redemption. For ho 
fconcr hath the Heavenly matter been ga¬ 
thered together for this, within the tender 
briddeShcIl, but the Weafcl-fuckcrs that do 
lie aJI about the inward Ground of the 
Mind, have fucked this matter, which is pre¬ 
pared for a Body of Life *• And fo the great 
thing hath yet been withftood, which only 
can renew the old Creation. 

But now hear, what our Kingly Prophcc 
fpcaks to us, who had of this Holy Jub¬ 
ilance 
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ftancc infufcd into his Perfon: That we 
all (hould be chary and watchful hereof, 
Icaft the Serpent let his tread upoa it, who 
in the form of an Airy Bird Butters over 
it with his Wing, to mingle herewith his 
Vile Seed, which hath been the only caufc 
of the mixed Birth,-that hath been fo generally 
brought forth, by the highdl of Degrees in 
vifibility. Whereupon the Lord is come in 
Spirit this to difeover, and doth give occa- 
fion unto the Wife Virgins, that fo they 
may be careful, what Spirits they fuffer to 
enter in, to fet their Trad or powerful im- 
prefiion: for all agreeable will be the con¬ 
ception of the Birth. For though Holy Mat¬ 
ter and Ground may be prepared, yet here¬ 
in may be the danger of a falfc Birth. For 
the Scrpcntly Spirit‘is fo ready at Hand to 
circumvent, that no lefs than the Holy Spell 
of the Divine AUgia an keep fach flying 
Spirits out, that do fo readily mingle to kill 
the Birth of Life. For the prevention of 
which, a folitary Wildcmcfs is to be our 
habitable Place, apart from all the confufed 
bullies of this tempting World, which is the 
fir ft mans in order, hereunto. 

The Second Means is intcriour, which is to 
draw andcontraft the pure Heavenly Conftcl* 
Iation for aright ftamp, and imprds upon this

And then it was laid 
to me. Make no noife ot what thou haft 
here lccn: but keep the tiling concealed;

Which only can free from ail thole Evil Ef- 
fc£b, that have been brought forth by the 
Natural Birth, from the viliblc Planet», al¬ 
ter a Corruptible manner- But there is no 
hope of Incorruptibility to be brought forth, 
till this Sun breaks through, and ib makes 
the other to fee in a perpetual Cloud, as was 
before the firfl Created Day.

The Sun, Moou 
and Srars, that have been the Light and Life 
thereof, will vaile at the firft darting in of 
thisSun’s Day. But a thoufand degrees of Joy 
and Glory wiil rile upon them, who (haU 
feclthcfcH.udimentalsto pais away in them- 
fclvcs. And as it may be done in us inward¬ 
ly and fecrcdy, untcen to any, fo it may be 
done quietly and without noilc. For till it 
be tulhllcd, none will it believe: therefore 
the Spirit will go to work upon ic filendy. 
Where any one (hall agree in all things, 
there it will be done in fecrer, and in filencc. 
For a fccret compacl the Floly Ghoft will 
have with the Mind, that is all dclirousfbr 
it, binding it fo, as it nuv not fly off, but 
ftick thereto, whatever it dathcoft. Othcr- 
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wile the Holy Spirit docs it well fore-fee, 
fruitlcfs will be all undertakings, if not 
bound by the Blood ot the Covenant, that 
may tie tail to go forward on in all obfer- 
vancy of thofc new Laws. Which refer¬ 
red to the let ling the Ordinances of the fupc- 
riourSun, Moon and Stars, from whence arc 
thofc moft precious Things of Heaven brought 
forth by the Heavenly Sun, and for the choice 
Things brought forth by the Moon in the 
TaraJife-Orb. 

This is Jacsb 's Blcfling that will follow 
fuch, as have made a Covenant by the Sa¬ 
crifice of Blood, who (hall be able to give 
up the Life that hath hung upon, and been 
govern’d by the Sun, Moon and Stars, of 
this outward Creation.

But the Miniftration 
of it is different, as this being in the Hand 
of a Mediator. Who now hath been well 
acquainted with the Imbecillity and Weak¬ 
ness of humane Nature * and therefore the 
Tenure of ir nuts, I will be to them a God, 
not out of Nature, but in it, that 1 my fclf 
may be the Written Law in their Hearts,

fed by all: and they refl fatitjied therewith , as 
that which tnuft be done after , and according to 
the Law c f Mature- This is the pretended 
unanfwerablc Argument pleaded as from the 
greareft and higheil Believers to the lefler 
fort. And in this point nothing difagreeing 
with the common Worldlings. 

Well, let us now hear what the Spirit of 
Jefushathtofay to this, by way of Anfwcr. 
Which was given me in Scripture, both for 
confirmation and fatisfa&ion.

who for look, anH went out from all that he 
hid: He flayed not in the Plaint of Alwmon-y 
when God laid, Go car, and l'crvc no longer 
among the Chaldeans, coax oat from thcm 3 ana I 
will make thee the Head of another Genera¬ 
tion, that Hull be the blefling of Faith, which 
Hull bring in the vafl Subftance, that lhall 
make thee very great .* Whcrc-cvrr thou fet¬ 
ch thy Foot, the blefling of incrcafc lhall 
Ipring up.

&*}<&) as it is faid of him, that he was 
a Man fubje& to Infirmities as others i yet, 
at certain Times, when he could defeeud in¬ 
to, and found the Abyfal Deep of his Spirit-, 
Then what Marvellous things could he work, 
and eded by Faith, ariiing from tlut EiTcrv 
tial Ground ? So Eltfba , with being conver- 
lant, as a Minifterial Servant to him, how 
foon did he actain to be a Pra&iicrof that 
high Science ? His whole intent was here¬ 
upon • which made him follow his Mafler, 
and would not lee him go out of bis light: 
till he was impower’d with fuch a deep-

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Mammon with the only true God, after the 
manner of all the Nations round about. The 
Golden Lily out of the Eflfcntial Ground 
hath not yet put forth his Head-Power, to 
deliver from this Mammon-fervitude.
